ST. LOUIS GLOBE-DEMOCRAT—It 
is announced that the tariff board will 
be unable to report in December on any 
schedules except those of wool and cot- 
ton. This is not surprising, however.

Several times 
during the latter part of the recent ex- 
tra session the President expressed a 
desire to have Congress defer action On 
cotton and wool until the board would 
furnish information on which intelligent 
legislation could be based.

PITTSBURGH SUN—As the era of the 
Panama canal draws nearer it is antici- 
pated there will be an unprecedented 
stimulus to American shipping with the 
development of South American trade, 
and the prospect of Pittsburgh iron and 
steel going into many new vessels brings 
close home the subject of much-needed 
revision of our navigation laws whose 
radical defects have been seen in the 
injurious effect on American shipping. 
The navigation laws of the United States 
remain today practically the same as 
when passed nearly a century and a 
quarter ago. American vessels cease to 
be such if even a part owner (except in 
a few instances) reside abroad for a 
short time. An American vessel once 
transferred by any process to foreigners 
ean never sail under our flag again. 
Duty must be paid on the value of all 
repairs which an American vessel makes 
in foreign ports on her return to this 
country. Restrictions are placed on the 
repairing of foreign in our 
ports with imported materials. This has 
resulted in depriving America of a valu- 
able interest, ship-repairing. The 
result of the navigation laws has been 
the driving of our commercial marine 
from the seas and diversion of capital 
into other channels,

Express trains through Lynn for Bos- 
ton are running over the 
tracks, the use of which was initiated 
Wednesday. These are the first trains 
to go over a changed line of tracks on 
that division of the road since institu- 
tion of the old Eastern road, nearly 70 
years ago.

This state- 
ment adds Professor Caldwell’s name to 
the list of Canadian thinkers who have 
foregeen the unity of the English speak- 
ing peoples. 

The foree of such a paragraph will 
also be better appreciated when it is 
explained that it is printed in a journal 
which systematically opposed reciprocity 
during the campaign. 

Professor Caldwell does not overlook 
the fact that both political parties had 
previously desired reciprocity and were 


never before “reprimanded” for the de- 


sire. Indeed he quotes the remark 
(made by both an English and a French 
voter) that “if the “Liberals had not 
taken up the American proposals the 
Conservatives would have been the first 
to blame them for not doing so.” He 
questions the correctness of that remark, 
but gives it as indicative of the Historic 
attitude of both parties on the “merely 
trade aspect” of the election. 

He explains the rejection of the issue 
as follows: “The truest and readiest 
thing to say is that the unconscious logic 
of peoples and nations is generally a far 
greater thing than the formulated propo- 
sitions and argumentations of party plat- 
forms It was this unconscious 
logic which caused the Canadian people 
to rise above all they had ever felt 
and expressed in the past with regard to 
reciprocity and any possible im- 
mediate or ultimate material gain to 
be secured by the proposed paet. . 
The noteworthy thing, as it were, is 
that the country as a whole takes the 
issue to have been a moral issue—that 
of a real estimation of certain social 
values.” 


Places an Obligation 


Such conclusions as the above, written 
by a professor in a university very much 
in touch with “every-day affairs,” give 
n strong sense of the futility of the 
attempt to bolster up “protective” poli- 
cies with references to the Canadian 
election. Another remark may be 
quoted: 

“Our recent election places an obliga- 
tion of its own upon the mother coun- 
try and on the empire as a whole, The 
empire is to be made more and more 
morally worthy of the self-restraint and 
the idealism of its children everywhere. 
And this, of course, can only be effected 
by continuous conferences and by the 
cooperation of all its members in’ re- 
spect of the commonweal.” 

The first part of this is so singularly 
like Mr. Balfour's recent remarks as to 
be interesting—only Mr. Balfour does 
not (as reported) indicate how the em- 
pire is to set about discharging “her 
obligation” as does Professor Caldwell 
in the last sentence.

country, but that she knowg her com- 
mercial and financial relations with all 
the world are facilitated by /the protec- 
tion of Britain and has also recognized 
that under no other flag would differing 
nationalities be free to perpetuate 
“their traditional varieties.” For this 
latter reason, he points out, it has been 
the Canadian of French descent who has 
up to the present adhered most 
stantly to the British connection. 

The occasional consideration by Brit. 
ish colonists of throwing in their lot 
witif the United States he considers nat- 
ural at these periods, for the simple 
reason that the British Canadian “is 
closely akin by language, habits and tra- 
ditions to the great nation of 90,000,000 
across the border. He does not feel 
them to be foreigners, even if con- 
scious of traits of difference; he mixes 
readily and easily with them 
These facts would have made annexa- 
tion a very possible event 30 years ago, 
but for the rooted objections of the 
French-Canadian. But the situation is 
altered now. A young generation of 
Canadians has grown up, and a younger

Sir William 
Van Horn of Canada saw its possibili- 
ties, however, and with the aid of im- 
mense British capital has created a port 
at Antilla. 

“This port is to be the shipping point 
for the great sugar factories that are 
springing up in the eastern end of the 
island. The plant at Chapara, the lar- 
gest sugar manufactory in the world, has 
been in operation only a few years. Large 
plants are scattered all over the new dis- 
trict and others are building. 

“Antilla is being dredged and exten- 
sive wharves built and Sir William ex- 
pects that a city of large size will spring 
up there. Royal mail steamers now call 
there and there are of course many sugar 
vessels. Avrailroad is also operated, the 
Cuban Railroad Company. 
of course, one of the two 
crops of Cuba, and an immense 
amount of capital is invested in the in- 
dustry and is constantly coming in from 
America, Spain, England and Germany. 
Most of the plantations are large, 10,000 
acres farms being the rule rather than 
the exception. 

“Most of the labor employed is Span- 
ish, the native population not being 
either large or willing enough to supply 
the demand. The government actually 
has to send to Spain for labor. Wages 
are everywhere what you might call 
good. 

“Everywhere we are touched by the 
same problem of the ‘high cost of liv- 
mig’ that you are in America, probably 
largely on account of the heavy import 
duties, amounting to $30,000,000 annu- 
ally. For instance, there is a high duty 
on paper, although there is but one mill 
on the island to be protected. 

“Havana has seen a wonderful civie 
development during the past decade. 
Beautiful buildings have been erected in 
increasing nu::bers. The sewer systems, 
and gas and water distribution are now 
splendid, largely owing to the supervi- 
Pthe American sanitary engineers. 
These officials are still active in the 
smaller cities and all will eventually 
have the excellent conditions that now 
prevail in Havana. 
have good street car systems similar to 
your trolley lines. 

“The high duties imposed on imports 
ially affects foodstuffs.

Since organization of the Steel corpor- 
ation $1,000,000,000 has been 
spent for new steel mills and blast fur- 
naces, development of mines, transpor- 
tation, ete. The Steel corporation itself 
has spent close to $450,000,000. That com- 
petition has not been throttled, is evi- 
dent from an analysis of the reports of 
the imlependent companies, and fact 
that so far as finished production is con- 
cerned, the Steel corporation's output to 
the country’s total has fallen about 16 
per cent. 

Notwithstanding periods of depression, 
wages of steel workers have been main- 
tained and advanced until they are now 
higher than at any time in the past 
decade. Besides, millions of dollars have 
been spent for improving the condition 
Of steel workers. In brief, working con- 
ditions have undergone a complete revo- 
lution over the last decade. Within the 
same period the steel capacity of the 
country has been almost doubled. 

The trouble with the steel industry at 
the moment-is that producers as well as 
consumers have lost confidence. There is 
no guiding hand, and manufacturers have 
adopted a drastic policy of securing 
business without regard to margin of 
profit. New steel construction hat stop- 
ped.

A FEW EXCEPTIONS 


WASHINGTON—That 
advanced in.other parts of the world as 


prices 


well, as in the United States is evidenced 


by a statemé@nt prepared by the bureau 
of statistics, department of commerce 
and labor, comparing import at 
the present time with those of certain 
earlier years. The import figures of the 
United States government represent, un- 
der existing law and regulations, the 
prices of the articles in question in the 
wholesale markets of the country from 
which imported, and a comparison, 
therefore, of the averagé import prices 
of the principal articles importel at 
the present time compared with those 
of. corresponding periods im earlier 
vears indicates, in some degr@e at least, 
the fluctuation in prices in the countries 
from which these articles are imported. 

This comparison ef prices is rendered 
practicable by reason of the fact that 
the bureau of statistics publishes in its 
summary of commerce and finance 
table showing the monthly average im- 
port prices of the principal articles 
brought into the country, and states at 
the head of the table that “the value of 
the goods represents tiir value in the 
foreign markgts.” 

These statements of average import 
prices are obtained by comparing quan- 
tity with value for the period in ques- 
tion, or in other words, by dividing the 
stated quantity of the article 
consideration into the stated value 
thereof and thus determining the import

greatest profit to lie in that. Growth 
of this traflie was rapid andthe roads 
which enjoyed the benetits grew with 
the traflic, but now an entirely new 
road has come into the field to claim a 
share of the long haul business and a 
changed condition has to be faced. 

It will be a number of years 
the volume of traflic can

rouds will be followed. 

Because the Hill road lost so heavily 
from 1910 in Hs gross earnings during 
the last year, however, does not indicate 
that new competition is to prevent 
expansion agaim to the IJ)10. level 
earnings.

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Ir 1s generally admitted that in human affairs 
there are at least two sides to every question, 
Politics vet men and women are too often content to 
know but one, and this tendency creates a 
and | weak spot in the defenses of democracy, 
) Ae making it indeed a very vulnerable point ot 
Citizenship attack. For still today the ignorance o! the 
| ' electorate is held out as the elementary 
) danger of all democracies, and this “ignor- 
ance’ of the electorate is brought about by 
the proneness of mankind to sudden passions and prejudices, far more 
than by any lack of specific knowledge. 

It is confidently hoped that democratic government is on the-eve 
of great development, vet essential progress depends not upon out- 
ward forms, but on the spirit of society ; and the first great step would 
seem to be clearer understanding of democracy and demagogism. 
Webster detines a demagogue as a man who seeks to cajole the people 
to his Own interests and ambitions, by appeals to their selfishness. 
Manv years ago the Rev. Dr. Channing, one of .\merica’s greatest 
minds, wrete thus: “The moment a man parts with moral inde- 
pendence, the moment he judges of duty, not from the inward voice, 
hut irom the interests and will of a party, the moment he commits 
himself to a leader or a body, and winks at evil, because division 
would hurt the cause: the moment he shakes off his particular 
responsibility, because he is not one of a thousand or million by whom 
the evil is done, that moment he parts with his moral power.” | And 
of democracy he wrote: “ft honor the passion for power and rule 
as little in the people as in a king. It is a vicious principle, exist 
where it may. If by democracy be meant the exercise of sovereignty 
ly the people under all those provisions and self-imposed restraints 
which tend most to secure equal laws, and the rights of each and all, 
then L shall be proud to bear its name. But the unfettered multitude 
is not dearer to me than the unfettered king.” 
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Among the phenomena caused by the upheaval and restlessness 
of modern thought is a political impartiality that in its results 1s 
hardly distinguishable from apathy. The subsidence ot bitter party 
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feeling in any degree is entirely satisfactory, but that individuals no 
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longer in complete agreement with their particular party or. sect 
should abstain from all political service is surely to be deplored. The 
question arises: Is it possible to sever politics (in their best signiti- 
cation) from the duties and responsibilities of democratic citizenship ? 
The reply must be “no,” if democracy is to mean government by 
common consent, which calls for the intelligent, active cooperation 
of each unit in the community, drawing its reality from the reality 
Gof such cooperation. 

Good citizenship/is independent of party lines in any narrow or 
selfish sense, and that this can be recognized even in the midst ot 
battle is witnessed to in England by the steady growth of non-political 
leagues and associations—which are in effect “non-party” rather 
than non-political, since all great issues are really questions of policy. 
Though working separately, all have one aim in common, namely, 
the dissemination of correct and reliable information concerning the 
object of each association. ‘That this mode of propaganda strength- 
ens anv just cause is undeniable, and it is the most ethcacious way for 
a democracy to compel respect for its judgments. Recently the dean 
of Norwich made a powertul appeal through the press to “influential 
people of all parties, and those detached from every party, to band 
themselves togethey for the benefit of the nation at large.” Here, 
indeed, is a trumpet call to good citizenship and one that cannot be 
rightly ignored. Although Dean Wakefield's letter was written 
expressly for the United Kingdom, it contains passages to which 
democracy, wherever it exists, may well lend an ear; as, for instance: 
“There is great agreement between thoughtful men when they are 
expressing their personal feelings, we trust them least when they 
speak as mere politicians and many people are looking long- 
ely for some united action on the part of those who are tired of 
waiting for fruit from the legislative tree.’ And the letter concludes 
with the following paragraph: “Party politics tinker at Small parts 
ot our social machinery, and even then the mending is badly done, 
because party spirit takes all the imagination and idealism out of 
political effort. Let us try to get together a great national army of 
men and women with grand ideals, and with determimation for 
national service. Let them think out and tormulate schemes so to 
mold our nation’s legislation as to secure such training tor our 
citizens as shall make it possible for all to do their part for the general 
welfare, and so the example of the first servant of the empire, the 
King himself. may be tollowed by all, even the very humblest of his 
subjects and fellow-workers.

laid.” and proportionately as the world realizes this will it perma- 
nenth: solve the great problem of government of the people, by the 
people, for the people. Some one has well said: “Patriotism is not 
religion, Iurt pure rehgion with all ifs other blessings makes for a 
genuine and active patriotism,” and an intelligent and legitimate 
patriotism prepares and leads the way to the internationalism of the 
yuture. 


As THE governments and the leisured and 
intelligent classes of Iturope have taken 
aviation much more seriously than the United 
States, many foreigners would doubtless 
name the Wright brothers as the most fam- 
ous living Americans if asked to state their 
opimion on that subject. There is ground 


whose proniunence is more conspicuous. Just now they are busy 
with experiments that bid fair to usher in a new era in aviation, 
The capacity to soar aloft against adverse winds and attain a state 
of poise aloft such as the great winged birds achieve has been the 
ambition of fliers since it was first shown that flight was possible. 
Moreover, for the aviator, the incessant problem is that of main- 
tenance of equilibrium. ‘To make this an automatic process, achieved 
by mechanical devices and not dependent upon the unceasing 
manipulation of levers and planes by the aviator has been the effort 
of many inventors. If, as reported, the experiments of the Wrights 
now under wavy are to test the success of new forms of aeroplane 
devised by them to meet these desires, then the outcome will be 
awaited with intense interest. 

Consideration of the problems of aviation should include the 
apparent unquestionable success of the American builders in devising 
craft that will both skim the surface of water and fly through the 
air, a desirable combination especially if, as in the war of the future, 
battleships and cruisers are to have aviators and their machines as 
part of the equipment, useful in scouting and in bomb dropping. <\ 
fanciful tale in the Navember American Magazine, which is said to 
have had the approval of the Wrights so far as its technical details 
are concerned, describes the ending of naval armament by the nations 
as the result of the moral reaction of humanity following utter 
destruction of German-and British dreadnoughts by aviators drop- 
ping. bombs.

Though it must be admitted that signs multiply indicating that appre- 
ciation of art as a civic asset and municipal duty is steadily gaining 
ground, and is bound to from this time on with such striking imerease 
of citizens coming from lands where art has entered into the life ot 
the common pe yple. 

A wholesome omen of the future is the arrival at a Aangible 
stage of discussion of the project to build a worthy home for eight of 
the leading societies of artists of the citv, where, like the engineers in 
the palace that Mr. Carnegie built for them, painters, sculptors, 
illustrators and architects can find headquarters that will be repre- 
sentative and that at the same time will speak of the unity of the 
artistic ideal, and also provide nearer the heart of the city than any- 
thing now does a worthy. place for exhibition of the city’s artists 
work. 

There is no dispute now among either competent native or 
foreign commentators on New York as to there being phases of tts 
external setting which make a strong appeal to lovers of beauty. Its 
newer architecture extorts admiration for its audacity and its adapta- 
tion of material and design to needs such as no similar aggregation 
of humanity ever voiced. Its art collectors not only rival but excel 
kings and princes in their expenditures tor coveted masterpieces. 
Its publishers make the biggest market for illustrations that the coun- 
try has, and from the city go forth the largest number of illustrated 
periodicals, insensibly shaping the national ideals. But the city today 
has no worthy center of exhibit for the work or its artists, and no 
building that can stand for that side of the city’s life as the new 
municipal building will for the governmental, the new structure on 
Morningside Heights for the religious, and Columbia University fer 
the educational activities of the metropolis. 


iw aspects of Washington life are more 
noteworthy than the tmerease of diplomats 
from Latin America, Kurope and Asia who 
have ties with the United States. Sometimes 
the link is an American wife, met when the 
diplomat was an attache at the Washington 
embassy or when stationed at a_ foreign 
capital where wealthy and ‘socially well- 
placed .\mericans congregate. In other 
cases the connection with the United States 
arises from study in .American institutions, when the process of 
youthful education was being carried on. Whatever the tie the fact 
is that foreign nations are finding it advisable to station at Washing- 
ton men who know the country, who can understand if they do not 
always approve its ideals, and who can go about their professional 
duties with some sense of security. 


China's 
Miaunister 


A few vears ago China had the sagacity to designate as her 
minister, Chentuhg Liang Cheng, who had graduated at Phillips 
Andover academy, who knew the temper and ideals of the American 
people, and who had shown by his official career that he was not 
unmindful of the principles of liberalism and progress taught him 
Wm New england. The devious politics of Peking soon led to his 
recall from Washington, where he made an excellent impression for 
solidity of character and mental capacity. At the present time he 
represents China at Berlin. Now it 1s announced that at this crisis 
of her history, China proposes to be represented at Washington 
by another American-trained “national,” who has been a credit 
to his teachers.

more notable. , Nor is the situation made any less dramatic by the 
relation to the case, as assistant prosecuting counsel, of a recent 
member of the President's cabinet, and the bearing of the govern- 
ments charges on the action by Mr. Roosevelt in sanctioning the 
Steel corporation's Acquisition of the Tennessee Coal &  Lron 
Company and his pledging immunity from prosecution. 

On the other hand itt must be kept in mind that the officials of 
the corporation aTe formally pledged lo a test in the courts of the 
legality of their course. If a partition of the vast property is to 
come, it will not be immediate. Holders of its securities have no 
need tor panic. Final action will be taken in the light of more im 
meciate judicial decisions in similar cases now pending, and also 
in all probability, with action by Congress in view. lor the. practi 
cal effect of the administration's decision to enforce both the letter 
and the spirit of the Sherman law, as it believes it is bound to. must 
be to force on the national legislature another and verv much more 
intelligent facing of the whole large problem of state control of 
business and hasten explicit definition by the people's representa 
tives of what a monopoly is, and of the efficient methods by which 
competition 1s to be enforced and combination restricted 

second thought by the people is forcing on them a 
note of comment on the status in which both the government 
business are left by the recent supreme court decision: and opinior 
favorable to permanent judicial supervision and definition of hone 


business 1s not growing. Congress is the proper authority to detine 
the national policy and not the courts: and ere it acts Congress must 
take expert evidence. Then, having detined many aspects of the 
niatter now left open, it must decide how the more explicit and rigid 
policy is to be enforced, whether by a subsidiary body as in the case 
of the interstate commerce commission or not. The more immediate 
and claritving the new definition of policy by Congress the better 
tor the business of the country. With the present legal and 
disintegrating policy enforced and nothing constructive taking its 
place it is not surprising that capital is timid about new ventures and 
that a hand-to-mouth program dominates. 

Pending action by Congress the wise course for molders of 
public opinion to follow is to indicate if they can! how far 
combination is permissible, how competition is to be enforced. and 
what the limit of state supervision is to be. 


ANNOUNCEMENT was made lately on the 
Chicago grain exchange that while certain 
parts of the world would vield less than 
average wheat crops this vear, the Argentine 
harvest promised to be so abundant that there 
Was no need of anxiety lest the aggregate 
world supply should go below normal. 
Argentina last year stood second among 
wheat exporting countries. / This, however, 
does not mean that the South American 
republic has attained such a position in the matter of production. As 
a producer, the country stands eighth on the list. But to the bread- 
buying public, which now extends around the globe, it is even more 
important that Argentina can grow quantities of wheat and export 
to the amount of $320,000,000 as in 1910, for instance. This means 
that last year the country sent away from home not less than 80 per 
cent of its wheat crop. 

To countries where production is unable to measure up with 
home demand, it is a source of satisfaction that in lands less populous 
agriculture is carried on with zeal far beyond the needs of the popula- 
tion. The 7,000,000 inhabitants of Argentina naturally require less 
breadstuff than the teeming millions of the United States,. which 
country in its day was the biggest factor in feeding the world. It 
is fortunate that in the western hemisphere conditions have so shaped 
themselves that the soil can continue to produce all that is required in 
the line of cereals. Europe long ago ceased to be a wheat expérting 
country, except for Russia, where, however, it is the Asiatic posses- 
sions that are now looked to for abundant harvests. 

What Argentina 1s now doing in the matter of growing wheat, 
other parts of South America no doubt can duplicate. As vet only 
20 per cent of the possible area available for wheat in Argentina has 
been brought under cultivation, and two thirds of this area is poorly 
cultivated. When once the people of the country take the largest 
advantage of soil and climate, nothing would seem to stand in 
the way of the repubhe’s becoming the chief base of the wheat supply.
